It was rather a neat thiDg, viewed in the light 
of the Constitution, when this proviso wai 
past ed. The act gave no additional force to the 
clause in the Constitution lorbidding any 
such complete confiscation, and the 
natural conclusion was that it was put 
in there just to show the absurdity of 
the entire act. This, however, is not enough. 
Mr. Howard, who canuot, we euppese, find 
any other little twig or limb to lop, must have 
his little job at thif; and so he proposes that 
the pioposed limitation to the forfeitures shall 
be stricken out. If we could place any reli- 
ance on the executive officers, we would 
smile r.t the idea of rcpealirg this portion of 
the act as something superfluous; but as we 
are compelled to see that Mr. Howard really 
me*ns something in earnest, and not a little 
job of bis own, we can but feel the deepest and 
most heart-felt sympathy for him. He de- 
serves advice and assistance. As it is, he is la- 
boring away Z:alcusly,ferociousIy,but still, we 
\ u -j. . ;• submit, not with sufficient depth 
The evil which be wishes to cut out lies 
deeper than any Congressional enactment. It 
is in a well-known clause in the Constitution 
itselr. We, therefore, suggest to Mr. Howard 
th.it be proceed at once to introduce a resolu- 
tion in Congress repealing the Constitution. 
True, be may claim that it has already been 
accomplished by the tacit consent ot all bis 
party, but we think, to be on the safe side and 
effectually carry out his design, such a reso- 
lution would be in order. 

While uron this subject we would call the 
attention ot Mr. Howard to another important 
fact. The English Parliament and the FreBch 
Chambf r of Deputies have each of them im- 
posed a heavy tax on soma American manu- 
factures. Would it not be an excellent idea, 
and we most earnestly suggest it to Mr How- 
ard, for ourCougress to repeal the sadd duties? 
We have quite as much right to do it a6 to 
repeal our Constitution by Congressional en- 
actment. 

There is another point worthy cf Mr. How- 
ard's attention, and we hop* he will give all 
his remarkable powers of mind to its consid- 
eration. It is known that in the South as 
well as the North it is fully believed that all 
white men are created free and equal. The 
only difficulty is with the negro. Now, we 
put to Mr. Howard if it would not be &n ex- 
cellent way to adjust these difficulties by de- 
claring that henceforth, by law, all negroes 
•hall be while? This will strike at the root 
of the matter. The blacks being once made 
ail white in ibis complete manner, there will 
remain no real cause of quarrel.

hesitancy in extending to the people of this 
diatrict the advantage* and privileges which 
they enjoyed ten years ago. It to a new fea- 
ture in administering any of the departments 
of the Government, aud especially the Post- 
office Departmeut, to decrease its favors as a 
community advances in population and 
wealth; but such has really been the case in 
the counties to which we have alluded. We 
feel confident, however, that if the people 
will, through their representatives in Con- 
gress, call the attention of the Department to 
the aubject, their interests will at once ba re- 
spected and their wants attended to. 

Improvement or the Onio. — We some- 
times hear objections to any attempts to im- 
prove the navigation ot the Ohio, a few of 
which may be noticed. Some objtct on the 
ground that the tolls will raise the freights, 
when the opposite must be the effect. Boats 
now have to go with lees than half a load on 
account of low water, when, if the navigation 
were improved, they could always carry full 
loads; and, after paying tolls, they could 
make more money at a less rate of freight. 
For a great portion of the year freights 
are bo high on the Ohio that the main 
staples of the country cannot bear it, and 
otteu they must wait for months for the 
river to rise, and even then be disappoint- 
ed for the season. Bagging and rope, intend- 
ed to be shipped from Miysville, made during 
the summer season, have often been so much 
delayed in shipment from low water as not to 
be in time for the cotton crop of that year, 
and had to go over to the next, to the great 
inconvenience and loss of the owners, aud the 
delays on the other great staples has often oc- 
casioned heavy li>8*> A good uniform stage 
of navigation would secure uniformity ot 
freights as on the New York canals, and this 
uniformity can never be secured trhile the 
navigation is so fluctuating. 

Then some-object that the boating interest 
would not be so good. There is to some men 
a chaim in bringing out a boat In just the right 
time, and make her pay for herself In two or 
three trips. They imagine if the river were 
improved freights would hi regular, and rates 
so fair that they would not make mouey fast 
enougfc.

Another ol j-.-ction sometimes m.ius to the 
Ohio improvement is that the Pcnsylvania 
Central railroad and the Pennsylvania canal 
could not do the through business that wou'd 
be necessary to make the river improvement 
a paying concern. There is no doubt that 
these Pennsylvania routes will be vastly im- 
proved with the river improvement, and, if 
need be, the Pennsylvania canal will bi en- 
larged to a good ship-canal, and for which 
there is far greater need, at least for the whole 
Southwest, tbau the enlargement of the New 
York canal. 

It may be objected that these improvements 
would make Paihdelphia aud Pittsburg places 
of fargriate-r importance than they deserve 
to be. We leave th?3 objection to be answered 
by the press of those cities. 

The objection that the navigation would be 
suspended while the work is progressing ie 
groundless. If done according to the plau 
now proposed, the navigation need cot be 
iuterrupted for a 6lcgle day. 

Others object that the expense will be tco 
great. Suppose the cost, f'-iO.OOO.OOJ, as csti 
mated by some engineers, against $12,000,000, 
as estimated by others, about half the cost of 
the New Y rk Erie canal of about one third 
of the length, the tolls, at even one-third tbc 
rate on that work, will pay an equal revenue, 
even with half the business. »

|3*"The importance of improving the mail 
faci'ilies of the counties in Indiana and Ken- 
tucky bordering on the Ohio river, from Lou- 
isville to Evansville, lad , 1b, by the present 
ice blockade ot the river, brought prominently 
before the public, and should arrest the atten- 
tion ot those who have control of the postal 
ail .ire of the country. It is a sut ject in which 
the citizens ot Louisville aud New Albany, es 
well us the peopls who live in the district, 
have a vital interest, and which has been 
too long overlooked. The ptoplc, them- 
selves, are largely respousible for the existing 
state of affairs, for it is manifestly true that 
they have not been awake to their intcrcsis.and 
have not, through the proper channtds, made 
such representations of their needs and dues 
as would be likely to bring about a change. 
It is true also that, while the district referred 
to has been increasing it£ population and rap- 
idly developing its wealth and resources, the 
people have witnessed, with a strange and un- 
accountable apathy, a constant lessening of 
their facilities of communication with the 
great world around them. Tri-weekly mails 
have taken the place of daily mails in some 
cases, aud in others, where there was a tri 
weekly mail, there is now no miil at all, and 
the result is what might have been expected 
—great inconvenience and loud complaints

Albany to Evansville there was a tri-weekly 
land mail, and lrom Louisville to Henderson 
a daily land mail. The daily river mail is now 
changed to a tri weekly mail, which dots not, 
however, supply all the river postofllcee. 
The Kentucky daily mail has been changed 
to a tri-weekly mail. The Indiana land mail 
has been discontinued, and where the ci iztns 
of Indiana formerly were able to avail them- 
selves of the Kentucky daily laud mail, the 
routes across the river for that purpose have 
been discontinued, and the pritilege no longer 
During a i»rtion of the summer 
tfcs the low water in the Ohio river 
is productive of great irregularities, and 
in winter ice, as is now the case, deprivis 
the people cf all the benefit* of the mails. 
With the present regulations, the ofli:es en 
the Indiana side of the river, under the most 
favorable circumstances, can receive but four 
mails per week, but failures from various 
csuses which canuot be forseen or guarded 
against will reduce their number to an aver- 
age of three mails per week.

EjJ-The telegraph tells us that Senator

A very excellent essay on the culture of 
tobacco has been issued as a circular by 
Messrs. Phelps, Caldwell & Co.* of the Louis- 
ville Tobacco Warehouse. We understand that 
it was prepared by Mr. Caldwell, of that firm, 
whose lirge and expensive observations have 
enabled him to do the subject justice. We 
extract from the circular all that relates to 
tobacco culture : 

In answer to numerous inquiries fromthore 
who are beginners in the culture of tobacco, 
we submit the following brief suggestions, 
embracing the general principles of the man- 
agement of this now important crop, leaving 
mauy details to be suggested by the practical 
good sense of the cultivator : 

TnE Seed. — Among the various nam^s we 
give the preference to the Blue Pryrr. It 
does not produce as long leafy staple as uvtnv 
otber varieties, but all things being equal, it 
yields a liner fiber and richer texture than 
most, varieties, aotl is alike adapted to miau- 
facturirirpnd sh'pping. 

The Plast Bed — la open weather in Jan- 
uary, Ff-bruary or March select a rich spot of 
vi'gin soil; clear the surtace of all leaves, bu*n 
thoroughly, so as to destroy all wild se°ds, 
then dig three or four inches deep, thorough- 
ly pulveriz ng the soil, incorporating the 
ashes with tbe burnt earth; rake smooth, re- 
moving all litter, and sow at the rate of one 
table-spODnful of peed to one hundred square 
yards of surfac*. Mix the seed in dry leached 
ashes, say one quart of ashes to the spoouful 
of seed. It is best to sew the bed both ways 
—now rake again, then tramp with the feet 
and cover with green brush, without leave*. 
Remove the brush after tbe frost ia out of the 
ground and the plants begin to cover the bed. 

The Preparation of the Soil — This crop 
rr quirts the b jst soil that you have. "Ntw 
ground" or virgin soil yields the un< st ruanti 
facturing ieif; but old welbmanured land will 
give a larger yield and a richer, heavier ar- 
ticle, which will be sought by tbe exporters. 
The 6oil should be thoroughly cultivated be- 
fore the crop is planted. The ground having 
been well plowed and cross-plowed and bar 
rowed, you will lay lt off three and a half te-it 
each way, and raue a small hill iu the check. 
You are now reac'y for 

Planting the Cbcp — This you will do tbe 
first "season," atter your plants are large 
enough— whea the first leives are three or 
four Inches long, just as you plant cabbagts, 
replanting, of course, uutil you gst a stand. 
You will find many impediments iu your way 
in gettine a etand. 

Field Cultivation will bring into requisi- 
tion the plow and hoe. The ground should 
be stirred at least once a week, and not a 
weed or sprig ot grass be permitted to show 
itself. The last step In this process, or the 
"laying by of the cop," consists in drawing 
up the earth carefully around the plant with 
the hoe. At this stage your first planting will 
begin to "come into tor," or has attained 
sufficient riaa to be topped. 

Toppixo is si mpl/ arresting tbe growth of 
the plant by taking out the bud, aid Is best 
done wheu tbe terminal bud alone has to be 
removed; if it goes beyond tnis point much 
of tbe streng h of the plant has been expend 
ed in the formation of leaves that are lojt. 
"Prime" off the under leaves up to the firs', 
good It af, which is usua'.ly a hand's breadth 
from the top of the hill, then top, leaving ten 
leaves at first topping, and reduce as the 
season advances. 

Sl ccorino and Worming. — So soon as the 
growtn ot the plant Is arres.ed by topping, it 
will throw out "succors" just above the 
foot stalk of tbe leaves and around the 
main stalk. These, with the horn woim, will 
now demand your vigilant attention. Never 
let them get a start on you. Occe a week 
will ordinarily suffice to keep them und^r. 
In the midst of this struggle with these two 
formidable enemies you " will lied the first 
planting thickening and changing its color, 
loosing some of its clear deep green. The 
leaf, if folded between the thumb and finger, 
will break readily. These are some of tbe 
evidences that it is ripe and ready for the 
knife. 

The cutting process is very simple. Split 
the main sulk down to within two incheB of 
the bottom leaf, then with one down si; ok.: 
cut the plant oil' just below the bottom leaf, 
aud in raising place it on tbe gronnd, resting 
on the top leaves; bo boou as it "falls," or 
wills sufficiently, gather up and lay eignt or 
ten plants together wi:h the hands to the UU 
The best cultivators do not scaffold in the 
field, but "bane" en sticks, one end iu tbe 
ground, aad remove directly to the barn. 

The curing of the crop is one of tbe most 
important steps in i:s whole treatment, and 
most diulcult to describe iu tbe space of a eir 
cular. If house room is .plenty it may be 
cured with but Bale firing, indeed without 
firing, but if houte room is an object, heavy 
firing is necessary; it is always cecr-ssary when 
a dark rich color is desired. Do not begin 
with large fires. Ke p constaut, gentle fires 
until you attain the desired color, iheu pr#ss 
your fires day and night until tbe entire leaf 
is thoroughly cured. It now hangs until you 
are ready for the next step, aud until it comes 
In "case" for 

Stripping. — Whenever the leaf is sort 
enough not to break or crumble iu handling, 
"strike down" and bulk; removing the piaut? 
from the stick*, y- u lay it in bulk, the tails 
slightly lapping over to preserve the "order." 
Now, put your best judire of the article to 
sorting; he will take eff ell groun:' leaves, 
lugs or cullings, and the strippers will sepi- 
rate the different grades, puLitnir the bright 
In one lot, separating the long from the eho.-t 
of tbe same cias«, the dark heavy shirpli'g 
leaf to itself, the fine dark manufacturing 
to itself, &c. Ti • in bands of from five to 
•even leaves, w. ap smoothly with a slip or 
short leaf, make the tie not ever one 
inch and a half long. Hang cn sticks and 
"heist" In ba>n. When it has thoroughly 
dried ana again comes in case or "prizing 
order," that is when the leaf is 30ft aud the 
-main stem is sufficiently dry to break readily 
for one-third if* lengih, from the larger end, 
bulk down as follows: Raise a platform on 
your barn floor, cover with boards, over them 
a layer of dry straw aud lay on-j or two bands 
at a time, heads cut, a cours: tbe length de- 
sired for the bulk; then a similar course so 
as to have the tails about meet; then a third 
course with beads about midway the firs?., 
and the fourth with heads midway the second, 
and repeat this process until the bulk iu com 
pleted. Cover with boards and straw riud 
put all the weights on practicable.. You are 
new ready for 

Prizikg.— Procure good strong casks of all 
well-seasoned timber, the drawn stavrs are 
the best; avoid poplar and all soft brittle 
wood for staves,

ing mode : Get a piece cf board cut to fit tbe 
inside of the ca»k, say six or eight inches at 
the broadest point, lny this in the cask aner 
pack th" first course with the be .ds ;t2Hin9t 
the straight edge of your board, tbe tobacco 
of course laid at right angles with It This 
couise being comple.ed, place tin; baird on 
the opposite side and pack as before; next 
place the board at right angles with its first 
position and pick as before — iheu opposite 
this last position and repeat the ptOCWf, and 
so continue uutil the work is completed. 
You will always find straight samp.ts drawn 
from hogsheads thus packed. 

Never put into the hogshead more than one 
hand at a time, and let that be carefully 
straightened and pressed in the hsn<;s of the 
attendant: of tbe packer before it reacues him. 

If your tobacco is ripe, rich, ntui «f fine 
fiber, troru 1,-00 10 1,500 rounds is et:una,h to 
put in a hogshead. If very line or bright, 
1,000 pounds is heavy enough. In "turning 
out" your hegsheads, leave space enough to 
secure well tbe tcp head: see that It is well 
fitted and securely "lined;" then nail all the 
hoops, and mark your name plainly on both 
heads and across the staves, puttie g on it 
your private number. 

Note in your memorandum book the quale 
ty and order of each hogshead and turnisb 
your commission merchant with a copy of it. 

There are many matttrs connected with to- 
bacco culture which we could not introduce 
into a paptr like this, but we have aimed to 
givj outlines to beginners, and will, with 
pleasure, give any further information de- 
sired when in cur "power.

Tlie Divers at Port Koyal. 

A correspondent of the Balti 
writing frcm off Morris Island, says: 

During a recant visit to Port Royal I wit- 
nessed with cansiderable Interest the opera- 
lions of the divers employed to clean the bot- 
toms of tbe monitors, and perform other e.pe- 
rations ucder the water. Their principal 
civer — appropriately named Waters — W so 
i:s .1 to tins work that he has become almost 
amphibious, remainiug tor five or six hours 
at a time under water. A m>n of herculean 
strength and proportions, when clad in bis 
submarine armor he becomes monstrous in 
size and appearance. A more singular sight 
than to sec him roll or tumble into the water 
and disappear from sight, or popping up 
blowing, aa the air escapes from his helmet, 
like a young whale, can scarcely be imagined. 

Waters has bis owu ideas of a joke, aad 
whea he has a curious audience will wave his 
scraper about, as "he bobs around" on the 
water, with the air of a veritable river god. 
One of his best jokes (the better for being a 
veritable fact) occurred last summer. While 
be was employed scraping tbe hull of one of 
the monitors, a negro from one of the up- 
river plantations came a'ougside with a boat 
load of watermelons. While busy selling his 
melons , ibe diver came up and rested himself 
on the side of the boat. The negro stared at 
the extraordinary appearance thus suddenly 
coming out of the water, with alarmed won- 
der, but when the diver seized one of Jhe beat 
melons in the boat and disappeared under the 
water, In e gurgling of the air from the Leluiet 
inixa-g with bis muttted helmet, the fright of 
tbe negro reacaed a climax. Hastily seizing 
his oars, without wailing to be paid for his 
melons, he put off at his best speed, and has 
not been seen iu the vicinity of Station Creek 
since. He cannot be tempted beyond the 
bounds of the pbaUtion, and believes that 
tbe Yankees have brought river devils to aid 
them in making war. 

The diver, when clothed in his armor, is 
weighted with one hundred and eighty-tive 
pounds. Beside his armor he has two leaden 
pads, fittiug to his breast and back. The soles 
of bis shoes are of lead, an inch and a half 
thick. All the weight is needed to overcome 
tbe buoyancy given by the mass of air forced 
iuto the armor and dress, the latter of India 
rubber, worn by the diver. When below the 
surface he cau iLS'antly bring himself up by 
closing momentarily the aperture in the hel- 
met for the escape cf the air. His buoyancy 
is immediately increased, anu he pops up like 
a cork anit*iloats at will upo^ ihe surface. 
The work of scraping tbe botioiJs of tbe mon- 
itors is very arduous. The diver sits upoa a 
6par, lushed athwart tbe bottom of the vessel, 
so arranged as to be moved as the work pro- 
gresses, and with a scraper fixed to a long 
handle, works on both sides of himself as far 
as he can reach. Tbe mass of oysters that 
become attached to the iron hulls of one of 
tbe monitors, even during c>ne summer here, 
is immense. By actual measurement it w~s 
ts.imated that two hundred and fifty bushels 
of cysteia, shells, and seaweed were taken 
from tbe bottom of the Montauk alone. The 
captains of the monitors have sometimes in- 
dulged in the novelty of a met s of oysters 
raised on the bulls of their owu vessels. 

B sides cleaning tbe monitors, the divers 
penorm other important services. They have 
rausacked the interior of tne Keokuk, attach- 
ed buoys to lost anchors, and made under- 
water examinations of the rebel obstructions. 
Waters recentiy examined the sunken Wee- 
bawken, and met an unusual danger for even 
his perilous calling. Tue sea waa so violent 
that he was twice thrown from the deck of 
the monitor. Finally, getting hold of the iron 
ladder, be climbed to the top of tbe turret, 
when a heavy sea cast him inside the turret, 
between tbe guns. Fearing that his air bo6e 
would become euUuigled, be made hi* way 
out wi:k all possible speed, and was forced to 
give up his investigations until calmer weather 
offered a more favorable opportunity.

Owirg to the uncertainty of 
the market and the high prices which ruled 
at the opening of the teason , three of the 
houses here did no packing, and the five firms 
who entered into the business acted very 
cautiously. At the commencement of the 
present season the price of hogs in this city 
ruled high, our packers payirjg higher prices 
than the packers of other cities. The season 
closed some time eince, but owing to the dif- 
ficulty in obtaining the exact figures in the 
absence of a merchants' exchange, we were 
unable to lay the full statistics before our 
readers before the present time.

The frtquent outrages perpetrated iu vari- 
ous parts of the 8ute by lawless bands of ma 
raudere can, in a lar*e degree, b? traced to 
the active aid of rebel sympathizers in our 
midst, or their neglect to furniBh to military 
eommandauts the information in their pos- 
session, which would lead to the defeat and 
capture of tuch marauders. 

Sympathizers with the rebellion who, while 
ti j jyinK protection from the Governmeut, 
abuse the leniency extended to them by con- 
cealing the movements of rebel guerrillas, by 
giving them information, affording them shel- 
ter, supplying them with provisions and oth- 
erwise encouraging and fomenting private 
raids, are in criminal complicity with all the 
outrages perpetrated by the marauders whom 
tfcey secretly countenance. 

It is in the power of persons whose sympa- 
thies are with the rebellion to prevent euer- 
rilla raids, almost invariably, by furnishing to 
military officers of the United States or State 
of Kentucky the information which expe- 
rience has proved them to be, as a general 
thing, possessed of. 

If all would unite, as is their duty, in put- 
ting down guerrillas, we would soon cease to 
be troubled with thei raids. A neglect to 
afford all assistance and information which 
may aid in defeating the designs of maraud- 
ing parties cau but be construed as a culpable 
and active assistance to our enemies. 

I therefore request that the various milita- 
ry commandants in the State of Kentucky 
will,iu every instance where a loyal citizen is 
taken off by bands of guerrillas, immediately 
arrest at least five of the most prominent and 
active rebel sympathizers in the vicinity of 
such outrage for every loyal man taken by 
guerrillas. These sympathizers should be 
held as hostuges for the safe and Bpeedy re- 
turn of the loyal citizens. Where there are 
disloyal relatives of guerrillas, they should 
be tha chief sufferers. Let them learn that 
if they refuse to txert themselves actively for 
the assistance aud protection of the loyal, 
they must expect to reap the just f/uita.of 
their complicity with the enemies of our State 
and people.

XXXVIIIth CoBgrcss.— First Session. 

Washington, Jan. 10. 
SENATE. 

Mr. Fefsenden stated thafl it was erroneous 
and unjust to construe tbe commutation clause 
in any other way that that the procuration of 
sub6titutts or payment ol commutation in 
lien thereof to exempt States from the quota. 

Mr. Otatk oilered an amendment, providing 
that monev paid for commutation shall be 
paid to substitutes in the district from which 
the person was dratted. 

M r . (i rimes opposed Mr. Clark's amend- 
ment. He- did not thiuk it should be le tt to 
the Secretary of War to furnish black substi- 
tutes to free tbe governments ot States uuless 
such substitutes were citizens of the State in 
question. 

Mr. Ftssenden supported Clirk's amend- 
ment as a measure of justice to the States. 

Mr. Harlan did not think that the ne»rro wis 
■ sufficient Btfbstitute lor a white mau, as he 
was inferior in intellect. 

Mr. Davis considered that it was unjust to 
< till out the laboriDj: classes of the loyal States 
of the South cs substitutes for the laboring 
men of the Norih. 

Mr, Harlan said, as white men of Kentucky 
hps refused, the colored men of that State 
should 1H up the quota of tbat State. He 
cnuld see to reason lor the exemotion of col- 
ored men in that State or in other Slates which 
hud not tiled VP thdr quotas. 

Mr. Morgan presented a petition from citi- 
z?rs of New York, remonstrating aguinst the 
relief ot unnaturalized citizens front the 
droit. 

The enrollment bill being under cansidcra- 
ion, Mr. Fessenden said his epinion of yes- 
erday that the payment of commutation 

money did not release a state from the dralt 

was erroneous, and that the construction put 
inon it bv the Secretary of War was correct. 

He thought it impossible to construe th-'cam- 
uusaiion clause in auy other wav than tha' 
be procuration of substitutes or the payment 

of commutation money exempted the State6 

from dralt. 

Mr. Clark offered an amendment providing 
that the commutation money shall be applied 
by tha War Department for obtainiug substi- 
tutes frooi the district where the dratted per- 
sons fails to till the quota of that State. 

Mr. Orimes did not desire that colored men 
bhould b°. enlisted to till up the quota ot the 
State. He would like the word men to be 
construed white men. The colored men were 
enlisted by the General Government, and col 
crcd men, unless the citizens of a State would 
Kit tike the place of the white men. 

Mr. Harlan thought that ibis was a tax upon 
be money of the country, not on intellect. 
Ihe people of Louisinia, Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky owe allegiance to the country as well 
as those irom M tine and Massachusetts. He 
never bad believed that colored soldiers could 
be- employed with the same results as white 
■SB. The colored man should not be ac 
MDtSi as a substitute for his superior. 

Mr. Davis said that a large proportion of 
tbe labor of Kentucky was performed by 
slaves, and yet the S.cretary of War would 
sooner enlist a slave than a white man in tbe 
border Slates, thus stripping those States of 
its laboiiog class to serve as substitutes fjr 
Northern jobbing men, who were kept ai 
home. 

Mr. Wilson was glad the Government was 
jout establishing a policy in regard to slaves, 
wbich he had urged upon them for four 
months past. 

Mr. Grimes thought negroes should be put 
under tbe protection of tbe National Govern- 
ment. His amendment was iutended to stim- 
ulate enlistment among tbe negroes, so that 
there wauki be ne occasion fjr auo.her call 
upon the* States. 

Mr. GrimiV amendment was rejected by 
a vote of '28 to 54. 

Mr. Doolittle offered an amendment pro- 
viding that veteran troops re-enlisting shall 
be credited to tbe quota of the district in 
which ihey were or'ginally enlisted. Amend- 
ment adopled— 27 to 17. 

Another amendment wis adopted provid- 
ing that the commutation money paid by per- 
sons uratted sbuU be applied to the procure- 
ment of substitutes for the Congressional 
district in which the draft takes place, and 
that colored troops be credited to the State 
in which they were enlisted. 

Mr. Trumbull elfered an amendment re- 
questing the President to call out and equip 
iae hundred thousand men to serve one hun- 
dred days lor tbe single object of driving out 
tbe rebel army from Virginia and releasing 
the Union prisoners at aad around Rich- 
mond. 

Mr. Wilson wanted to know what one hue 
dred thousand raw militia would be agaiost 
Lee's veteran army. They would be of no 
ccount whatever. 
Mr. Trumbull said if we would say to th 
per;ple that there would be a vigorous cam 
paign for this single obj-.ci, we could raise 
the 100,000 men for the increased number 
proposed by the Senator from Massachusetts. 
Now, he had no lears these new troops would 
be stamped faster, and said tiaally, that 
-among his constituents there was an intense- 
ly strong feelii g in favor ot the objects con- 
templated by tbe amendment. 

The Senator from Illinois said there would 
also be wi:d enthusiasm in many sections ol 
tbe country if tbe amendment was adopted. 
He did not think, however, it was proper to 
incorporate this into the present bill. 

Mr. Nesmith moved to insert three years 
insteud of 100 days, The motion was adopt- 
ed. 

The amendment as amended -was then re- 
jected, whereuujn, at 5 P. m. the Senate ad- 
journed.

He snys also that a 
heavy tide of emigration will set in to this 
country in the spring, and with Congression- 
al legislation, it may be swelled to half a mil- 
lion of persons a year. He prepises that 
Congress shall enact that to em'grants shall 
be liable to conscription dnr'ng the war. This 
would disarm suspicion abroad. 

A considerable number of Congressmen are 
sick, not many of them seriously, however.

The Tribune says the receipts from internal 
revenue from tbe 1st of last June to January 
11 L amount to £47,041,000. With changes in 
the excise law, the lowest estimates lor the 
second year are $142 500.000, while the highest 
estimate would add f25,000,000 or $30,000,000 
thereto. With no change in the revenue law, 
$85,000 would be produced. 

New York, Jan. 10. 
The Herald's letter from the squadron off 
Wilmington, dated Wilmington, January 9. h, 
reports the chase and destruction, on the 8m, 
ot the rebel blockade-runner Dare, by the 
Montgomery and Aries. Her crew ran ashore 
thirteen miles north of Georgetown lights, S. 
C, and tnus escaped. The boats' crews trom 
the Montgomery and Aries boarded and burnt 
her. A boat's crew from the Arie6 was 
swamped in leaving her, and Acting Master 
Pendleton, ot the Montgomery, in charge of a 
launch, picked up five of them, but while re- 
turning to bis ship he saw others, and, turn- 
ing to save them, hi6 boat was thrown qu the 
beach, where all were captured by rebel cav- 
alry. 

The men taken were Acting Master Pendle- 
ton, George Smith and 17 of the crew of the 
Montgomery; Captains Clark, Parkman, one 
essign and seven of the crew of the Aries. 
The United Slates schooner Gto. Manyham, 
at daybreak next moruing, went close in shore 
and bbelled the rebel cavalry. The Dire was 
about 700 tuns burden, and a side -wheel 
steamer. She was totally destroyed. Her 
cirgo was apparently not large, but probably 
distinguished rebel prisoners were on 
chased GO miles. 

New York, Jan. 16. 
On Wednesday Gen. Butler sent an import- 
ant dispatch to City Point, by a dig of truce, 
bearing ou the subject of an exchange of pris- 
oners. Meantime he has ordered the rebel 
prisoners to be brought within the lines of 
his department to await Telease, which he 
hopes to be able to effect. 

Among the intercepted Lamar correspond- 
ence is the following : 11 To Messr*. Ifarlttcin 
<£• Lamar — ticnlleincu: When you eo to 
Paris, call on Mr. Slidell. and tell him from 
me to negotiate for the French protectorate 
in case of necessity. Tbe people will gladly 
accept it in the last extremity. With Mexico, 
France aud the Contederacy in alliance, and 
free trade, ws could eclipse the world. 
"(Signed) G. B. Lamar."
